CORRESPONDENCE. 


To the Editor of Tne Review : 


In the discussion that took place in the 
Town Hall on nomination day the question 
of County Town incidently eame up, and the 
impression seemed to prevail that if North 
Hastings was set aside into a new. county the 
Reeves would name the County Town. You 
will remember I dissented from this and 
stated such was not the case, but the Reeve 
and Mr. O'Flynn maintained the opposite: 
You will also remember I stated that new 
counties were created by proclamation of the 
Lient.-Governor, or in other words the 
Government ofthe day. By reference to 
Section 35 of the Municipal Act in the Re- 
vised Statutes will be found the only — 
at present provided, except Act of Parliament 
for that purpose, and this applies to forming 

unior counties, and is wholly done by the 
eut.-Governor by order, of course, of the 
Government. ; 

In Section 38 of same Act will be found 
the process of making a junior county inte an 
independent county, with separate courts and 
county institutions, 

First a census is to be taken, and if 17,000 
inhabitants are found in the junior eounty 
and a majority of the Reeves and Deputy 
Reeves in the ror in hw month of Febra- 
ary a resolution asking for tion, 
po, ares following February ps the 
same resolution, then if the Lieut..Qovernor 
in iP deems it desivable he may, by pro- 
clamation, erect said junior county into an 
independent county. Seeond, and (here 
comes the pithe of contention) the Lieut. 
Governor in Oouncil may, by lamation, 
conatitute the Reeves of said junior county 
into a provisional couneil, ‘‘naming the first 
‘*meeting of the Council and therein name one 
“‘ef ite members to preside at the meeting, 
‘and alao therein determine the place for and 
“the name of the County Town.” 

The only other p is, as I stated, by 
Act of Parliament, by which the Government 

ont the same provisions. It will be 
noticed not only do the Council not name the 
place, but they do not give the county town 
aname. Neither do they appoint, be elec- 
tion or otherwise, the presiding officer at its 
first meeting. We were favoured with a good 
many positive statements on the occasion 
referred to. Many of them of about the 
same value as the assertion that the “Reeves 
selected the County Town.’’ A little more 
knowledge of Municipal Law by some of 
those who set themselves up as teachers will 
do them no harm. 

As I stated on the nomination day the 
present proceas is deemed not in accord with 
convenienee and the spirit of our municipal 
institutions generally, and a Bill was intro- 
duced at the last seasion by the Government, 
making certain changes and new machinery 
for dividing old counties into two or more 
counties, but it met with so many objecticns 
that it was decided to postpone it until next 
session.

He gave a brief resume of his career in 
the Council since first elected in 1882. 
Then he had been upged to come out as

of a practical man in the Council in the

done his best to falfill what was 
then required of him. In 1885, on the 
retirement of Mr. O'Flynn he had bean 
solicited to aceept the Reeveship, and 
on his election to that position he had 
introduced the system of dividing the 
Council in Committees, which had since 
worked so well and harmoniously in the 
more efficient discharge of their daties. 
In the County Council his conduct, he 
thought, was in the interests of the 
vil He had worked to keep our 
equalization down,and had secured every 
year.a special grant of $100, besides 
another $100 to the Model school. He 
had influenced the County Gravel Road 
Committee to expend an extra amount 
on the street leading to the station, and 
had also extra amounts granted on the 
four other leading general roads branch- 
ing from the village. Mr Aylsworth 
then explained at some length his actions 
regarding the High School in this vill- 
age, both while atthe County Council 
andin the Village Council. He had 
been charged with neglecting his duty 
in the County Council in not movin 
to have Madoc set aside as a Hig 
School District for the County, but he 
had found it useless to bring such a 
matter up m Council. As head of theVil- 
lage Council he had doubted the pro- 
rot of handing over the amount asked 
t without submitting it to the people, 
especially as the High School Board was 
divided on the same subject. He had 
beem requested both by letter and 
verbally not to do so. He denied that 
he had been opposed to the High 
School. He would act in precisely t 


same way were it to be done over again. | 


He referred to the question of a County 
Town, but the opinion he got from the 
various Reeves was that it need not be 
mentioned until we were out of debt. 
He would use his influence with the 
Ontario Government, which he claimed 
was as great, as any other man in the 
county, to have one of the smeliin 
furnaces recommended to be catablished 
in various parts of thé province l6cated 
in Madoc. He thought he had served 
the village faithfully, and he had the 
word of 189 ratepayers that he had done 
so. Mr. O'Flynn had retired after fill- 
ing the Warden’s chair, he asked them 
to elect him again that he might fill the 
same position. 

Mr, Cross said it was a pleasure to 
him to again meet old friends, and even 
foes, in a municipal contest. He had 
last asked their support in 1878, when 
the village was first incorporated, and 
he had had the honor of serving as 
their first Reeve. Before that time he 
had foreseen that the village was to 
grow, as the railway was about to be 
completed, and he had been.one of the 
first to undertake to get the village in- 
corporated. In connection with this he 
could give them some facts that would 
show that they should not forget old 
favors. When the basis of settlement 
with the township had been arrived at 
he had saved the sum of over $3,000 to 
this village in the final settlement.

He 
took the opportunity to deny that more 
than 7 per cent. had ever been paid by 
the village on borrowed money. He 
wes acting as sub-Treasurer, and the 
reason the money was not paid to the 
County on time was that it was not on 
hand. The village account was more 
often oyerdrawn at the Bank than it had 
anything to its credit. 

Mr. Caverly, in accepting the nomin- 
ation for Councillor, congratulated him- 
self that he would not have to talk much 
to secure his election, which was assured. 
He had no misdeeds to answer for, and 
in the Council would do the “square 
deal” with the public every time. 

Mr. Caldwell thought it would be 
unwise fer him to make a speech, but 
if elected would to the best of his ability 
endeavor to do what was right and fair 
to all.

ing. The prairie dogs are getting ready to 
retire for the winter, the black bears are 
becoming slaggieh, and the Polar bears 
correspondingly active when a sharp north. 
weet wind blows and the eky and the air are 
wintry. The moet active animals in the 
course of theee preparations have been the 
elephants. Three young elephants which 
have been in the mamagerie dariog the sum 
mer were secured by Diseober Conklin for 
four years. They are the property of Cole, 
the old circns wan and were with 
Barnum's animals last year in Bridgeport, 
when the big fire destroyed eo large a portion 
of the collection, These animals escaped 
uninjured, though badly scared by the con- 
fiagration. These elephants were taken 
about twenty years ago, when they were 
only a few years old, and have pasased most 
of their lives in cap'ivity. Their ages are 
sbout twenty-five years each, which in the 
elephant’s career is the fall period of youth. 
The two males, Tom ani Billy, are the 
largest, but Jennie, the female, is by far the 
most intelligent and tractable, 

The keeper of the elephants says that she 
knows everything that is said to her; she 
will follow mim about, if permitted, like an 
immense Newfoundland dog. The elephants 
average in waight nearly 5,000 pounds 
apiece, and their sides have become round 
and fat during the eummer from eating great 
quantities of fresh Central park grass. In 
the winter these animals are kept ia a large 
outer building in the menagerie, but during 
the summer they remain aimost all the time 
in the open air, and have become acclimated 
and able to endure extremely severe weather 
without taking cold. The only way of 
tethering theee enormous animals is by faat- 
ening a heavy chain around the ankle of one 
foot and attaching the end of the chain to a 
staple deeply imbedded in the ground. This 
answers all ordinary purposes, but by pub- 
ting forth a small portion of their enormous 
strength, they can readily snap the mussive 
links of iron. . 

The tremendous strength which these ani- 
male are capable of putting forth cannot be 
realined until it isseen. The keeper says 
that any one of the elephants has theat:ength 
ofa dozen horses. hen they exert this 
power they suggest some enormone engine 
which has become endowed with life instead 
of moving mechanically by steam power. 
Whenever any heavy weight is to be moved 
about the arsenal the elephants are employ- 
ed. The keeper has a short hook which’he 
uses like a spur, directing the animal by a 
touch on the trunk. A few days ago a heavy 
waggon became fastened ia a rut ina 
street near the Arsenal. The stouteat team 
of Norman horses could not budge the wag- 

on, and several other horses lent their aid 

vain. Director Conklin, who had stopped 

to lock on, sent for one of the elephaats. 

The keeper directed the animal to push the 

on from behind, and when he placed 

his head against it with a slight effort the 

horses started and the whole vehicle rose 
out of ite rut aa if by magic, 


Last week a frame building was to be re- 
moved to another partof the grounds, It 
was & small two-storey structure partly filled 
with grain and implements, making a weight 
of twelve or fifteen tons. With some diffi- 
culty the workmen raised the huge mass on 
rollers, The elephant Jefnie was then 
brought “P to 

t head against the structure and brace 
erself; then the building would strain and 
creak and move on as rapidly as the rollers 
could be placed in ition. Jennie and 
her keeper would follow it up, and she would 
bend her head to give the building another 
ush when the foreman shouted “ Ready !” 
‘he crowd which collected to watch the 
—. cheere’ their admiration, and 
ennie would reply with a trampet-like 
snort of pleasure at their appreciation, * Of 
course she knows what is aald to her,” re- 
marked the neepet “Elephants don’t for- 
get very soon, They will always remember 
their fright at Barrum’s fire. When I caught 
them afterward they shook all over and were 
ae nervous as children, And yoa may not 
think it, but they know the meaning of the 
word fire. Isn't that 10?” he appealed to 
Dr. Conklin, who nodded his head in affirm- 
ation. 

** Last summer wo came near having some 
trouble, Men were blasting out trenches 
in the Transverse road, north of the Arsen- 
al, to putin water pipss. When the blast 
was ready one of them stood up waving his 
red flag and shouting “Fire! Fire!” The 
elephants were fastened outside of their 
buildings, and at firat shout they raised their 
Voices in alarm, and at the second every 
one of them snapped their chains as if they 
had been thread, and the way they went 
jamping in the opposite direction, as the 

last was fired, startled the people, who 

‘ot out of thelr way as quickly as possible. 
f found them down in the trees very much 
frightened. After that the man was told 
not to shout ‘fire’ any more where the 
elephants could hear him,”

Or. J. 8. Loomis Passes Over to the 
Silent Majority. 


It will be a severe blow to our readers and 
the host of friends of Dr. John 8. Looms, 
tc learn of his death which took place on Mon- 
day evening last. Although not entirely an- 
expected, as he had been ailing fora year or 
#0, and « very great sufferer for the past few 
months, a blow like this is mone the Jess 
heavy when it falls. During the past year 
he had doctored a good deal for sciatica, and a 
general debility, and spent some weeks at the 
Caledonia Mineral Springs, with, however, 
very little benefit. He aleo consulted emi- 
nent medical men in Kingston and Montreal 
with the same result. Some months ago, be 
was forced to his bed, and an ‘operation per- 
formed on his hip, where was the seat of the 
disease. He had been gradually but surely 
failing since, and a few days ago amputation 
of the entire limb was decided on as the last 
resource. After due deliberation and serious 
weighing of the desperate chances against him, 
Dr. Loomis decided to have this performed, 
and the whole of the right leg was according- 
ly amputated on Monday afternoon, the 
operation being suceessfally performed by 
Dr. Henderson, of Kingston, assisted by 
Drs. Dafoe and Sutton, of Madoc, Faulkner, 
of Stixling, and Youker, of Belleville. The 
disease was too deeply rooted, however, and 
although he rallied for a few hours, he grad- 
nally sank and died quietly the same evening. 

Dr. Loomis has been a resident of and 
practicing physician in Madoc for nearly 25 
years. During this time he has been emin- 
ently respected and looked upon as one of 
our leading citizens. He has held many 
public positions of trustjand honor, a prom- 
inent member of the Masonic fraternity, hav- 
ing held the position of Master of Madoc 
Lodge for many years, and also District Dep- 
uty Grand Muster ;a member of the School 
Board, one of the first village Councillors, 
a License Commissioner for this Riding, 
and Clerk of the Division Court. In 
all his dealings we believe he has held the 
full confidence of the public. He was 58 
years of age. 

His funeral yesterday was under Masonic 
auspices, and was one of the largest gather. 
ings of the kind ever held in this district, 
friends and members of the society coming 
from all of the county to this last 
tribute ge to his : a and all” 
stores in the village were closed.
